A D ispa t c h reporter was a visitor 
on Monday morning at the Oak Lawn 
Creamery, an enterprise that has 
recently been established by the 
farmers of that township. The plant 
is located on the southwest corner of 
the poor farm, the commissioners 
having leased them an acre of land 
for a number of years. • The main 
building is 40x22, one story, with an 
addition 18x20, substantially built 
on a stone foundation, and every­ 
thing about the place is neat and 
clean. 
An ice house occupies a posi­ 
tion in the rear. 
The machinery 
used in the creamery was furnished 
by Cornish & Co., and is of the latest 
improved pattern and is driven by a 
12-horse engine, the boiler being 16- 
horse and which were built at Water­ 
town, N. Y. 
The gentleman in 
charge of the plant, E. A. Hamilton, 
has had many years’ experience in 
the butter-making business and is a 
first-class man in all branches of the 
work, and the creamery association 
was extremely fortunate in securing 
him for the position. 
Tho product 
of the institution is of the very best 
and so far is entirely marketed in 
this city and finds a ready sale. The 
patronage of the creamery is as yet 
limited, there being but fifteen or 
twenty of the farmers who take their 
milk there, but it is expected that 
the number of customers will be 
doubled within a short time, as the 
fact has been demonstrated that it is 
a permanent and paying institution, 
and those who were skeptical on the 
start are being convinced that a 
flourishing institution of this kind is 
one of the greatest benefits the 
farmers can have, furnishing them a 
cash market for their product and 
giving them a better price than they 
would otherwise receive by reason of 
the larger percentage of butter made 
from the same quantity of milk by 
this process than by hand. There is 
a home market in Brainerd that 
would consume every pound of butter 
made, even if the creamery would be 
run to its full capacity of 5,000 pounds 
of milk daily, and the farmers would 
be benefitted thereby to an increased 
degree. As it is the institution last 
month handled 34,250 pounds of milk 
and manufactured about 1,400 pounds 
of butter. 
While many of our readers are un­ 
doubtedly already aware of the man­ 
ner in which the milk is handled at 
an institution of this kind there are 
those who are unfamiliar with its 
workings and to such a short de­ 
scription will be of interest. 
The 
milk is brought to the creamery 
every morning by the customers, 
and each farmers’ supply is weighed 
and tested seperately. The milk is 
turned from the scale tank into the 
receiving tank and from there pump­ 
ed by steam into a storage tank. 
From this point it passes by gravi­ 
ty through a heater to the separator 
which has a capacity of 2500 pounds 
per hour the separation of the cream 
from the milk being caused by cen­ 
trifugal force, a process which has 
superceded the old method of gravi­ 
ty. The cream leaves the separator 
at the top the skimmed milk run­ 
ning out at the bottom. The cream 
is placed in cooling vats, where ice 
and cold water bring it to the proper 
temperature for the churn. One of 
the latest patent churns and butter 
workers is used, known as 
the 
“Squeezer,” and after the churning 
is done it works»the butter, extract­ 
ing all the butter milk which leaves 
the butter in a condition to remain 
fresh for a longer time than if made 
by hand. The skimmed milk is taken 
by the farmers in a percentage ac­ 
cording to the milk furnished. 
The farmer is paid, not according 
to the gross woight of the milk fur­ 
nished, but according to the amount 
pf butter fat in his milk which is de­ 
termined by (vhat is known as the 
Babcock test. 
The butter is mar 
keted and the association retains 
three cents per pound for making 
tile same, turning over to the milk 
. customers the balance which is pro- 
| portioned among them according to 


the percentage of butter fat their 
milk produces. 
The officers of the association are: 
Iver Benson, president. 
Mons Mahlum, secretary and gen­ 
eral manager. 
Stanford Cameron, treasurer. 
Mons Mahlum, Henry M. Houck 
and John Cameron, board of direct­ 
ors. 
The history of all creameries is 
that it takes time to convince the 
farmers of tho benefits of an insti­ 
tution of the kind and undoubtedly 
history will repeat itself in this in­ 
stance, but with the business enter­ 
prise and energy that is and can bo 
manifested in conducting the affairs 
of this new industry it is bound to 
grow and prosper and with the fair 
and honest treatment that is accord­ 
ed to all its patrons it is but a mat­ 
ter of a short time when it will en­ 
joy the patronage of the farmers 
within a radius of many miles.

M ason was drowned in 
the Nelson river. 
A Bulgarian named

Dr. W. H. Dalrymple, In an address 
to Louisiana farmers, said; 
When we come to consider the im­ 
mense importance which the control 
of such a disease as charbon bears to 
the live stock interests of this state, 
there is no education—from a pecuni­ 
ary 
standpoint—which 
our 
people 
ought to endeavor to master more than 
that of sanitation in connection with 
contagious diseases. 
So long as we 
neglect this, and with so few educated 
graduates of veterinary medicine, with 
diplomas from the leading colleges of 
the country to help us out, this dis­ 
ease is bound to claim its victims, and 
create havoc in its wake. 
So long as 
ignorance prevails, the fakir and char­ 
latan are going to get in their work at 
the expense of the 
credulous 
stock 
owner. 
During an outbreak of this 
disease, we have but to pick up al­ 
most any of our dally papers to find in 
eye-catching head-lines, the liniment, 
or stock-food, or condition powder ad­ 
vertised as a positive preventive, or a 
sure cure for charbon, while at 
the 
same time that part of the scientific 
world who are making special investi­ 
gations along the line of contagious 
diseases and their control, are as yet 
ignorant of any agent that will cure it 
in its m ost fatal form, and anything 
that will prevent it, except the strictest 
sanitary measures, including preven­ 
tive inoculation. 
We would like to 
state, in this connection, that there are 
several individuals who are extremely 
dangerous during an outbreak of such, 
a dangerous and fatal disease as char 
bon. 
The first la one engaged In the 
proprietary 
medicine 
business, who, 
through ignorance of the true nature 
of the disease, but on the say-so of 
someone who has administered or ap­ 
plied his medicine in some 
ailment 
which bad some semblance to charbon, 
or, perhaps, to a genuine case which 
would have recovered, as many do to­ 
wards the end of an outbreak from 
the virus becoming weakened, adver­ 
tises his drug, or condition powder, or 
stock-food, 
as a sure cure, 
and 
to 
which the ignorant and unsuspecting 
stock-owner “catches on.” 
The sec­ 
ond is the would-be benefactor who 
has been similarly deceived into 
the 
belief that he has hit upon a specific 
which has never failed with him, rec­ 
ommends it to his neighbor 
in 
ad­ 
versity. 
And the third is the profes­ 
sional fakir, who neither knows nor 
cares what the disease is so long as he 
can rake in the shekels from his cred­ 
ulous and confidence-reposing victim. 
The first of these is to De excused; 
the second is to be commended, hut 
the third should be criminally prose­ 
cuted. 
The great danger lies, not in 
any harm th at may accrue from the 
remedy, (?) per se, but in the liability 
of the disease to spread, through the 
absence af any virtue—so far as this 
disease is concerned—in 
the . quack 
medicine, and the total neglect of any 
sanitary measures whatever, which are 
in reality the only rational mean* by 
which to control the malady. 
How, then, is the stock-owner to re­ 
lease himself from the thraldom of this 
ignorance and empiricism? 
He must 
avail of every means of educating him­ 
self along such lines: have recourse to 
the most reliable and authentic litera­ 
ture on the subject, which in this ad­ 
vanced age is quite voluminous; and, 
I hope I may be pardoned for this sug­ 
gestion, give more encouragement to 
the educated veterinarian to locate in 
his midst, to render the assistance of 
valuable experience, gained as the re­ 
sult of years of hard and patient study. 
Then such a disease as charbon would 
soon be shorn of its terrors, and then 
would the errors of the “empiric,” who 
served hts day and generation as best 
he could, according to his light, be 
relegated to the archives of a past age, 
and the light of reason and intelligence 
beam forth to obliterate the dark do­ 
ings of empiricism, superstition 
and 
doubt.

Farm ing W ithout S to rk E xhaustive. 
A. C. True, director of the Minnesota 
Experim ent Station, says; 
W hen the lands are grazed by sheep 
and cattle the soil fertility is drawn 
upon to the extent of the nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid, and potash required 
to build tho blood, bone, and tissue of 
the animal body. This is considerable 
in the case of growing animals, but in­ 
significant In case of anim als which 
hav« made their growth (especially of 
bone) and are simply m aintained 
or 
fattened on the pasture. 
IX, however, 
concentrated feeds are used in addition 
to pasture, and the m anure produced 
returned to the land, there is an ac­ 
tual gain in fertility of the land. 
It 
will thus be seen th at exclusive grain 
farm ing or continuous culture of a 
single crop has a much greater ten­ 
dency to impoverish the soil than stock 
raising or combined grain and stock 
raising. 
A comparison of the amount 
of plant food removed from the 
soil 
and the amount capable of being re­ 
turned to It under different systems of 
husbandry has been made by the Min­ 
nesota Experim ent Station. 
The sys­ 
tems taken into consideration were all­ 
grain farming, mixed grain and gen­ 
eral farming, mixed potato and general 
farm ing, stock farming, and 
dairy 
farming, examples being selected which 
represented the different systems. 
In 
each case the farm is considered to 
contain 160 acres. 
In the example of all-grain farm ing 
selected no stock was kept and no fer­ 
tilizers of any kind applied to the land, 
the small am ount of fertilizing m ate­ 
rial which necessarily accumulated was 
disregarded, and the grain was ail sold 
from the farm. The entire farm of IOO 
acres was under cultivation. The crops 
raised were IOO acres of 
wheat, 
40 
acres of barley, and 20 acres of oats, 
yielding 15, 40 and 50 bushels per acre, 
respectively. 
It Is calculated th at the 
fertility removed from such a farm in 
the grain and straw of one year’s crops 
amounted to 2,460 pounds phosphoric 
acid, 4,020 pounds potash, 
ai 
5,600 
pounds nitrogen. This does not include 
the fertility removed by the 
weeds, 
which often is very large, and 
the 
amount of nitrogen lost from the soil 
through leaching and the decomposi­ 
tion of humus. 
In the example of stock farm ing se­ 
lected for study, 25 acres were sown 
to oats, 20 to barley, IO to corn, 5 to 
peas, and I acre each to potatoes and 
m illet The rem ainder of the farm was 
In meadow and pasture. 
The 
stock 
kept in this case comprised IO beef 
cattle, and lo dairy cows, IO horses, 5 
steers, IO head of 
young 
stock, 
30 
sheep, and 20 hogs. 
Five steers of 1,- 
000 ponds each, 5 head of young stock, 
6 horses, IO hogs of 250 pounds each, 
and 1,500 pounds of butter were sold 
from the farm. 
All the crops grown, 
including 40 tons of timothy and 30 
tons of clover, were consumed on the 
farm. 
Eighteen tons of food m aterial 
and 5 cords of wood were purchased 
and consumed, besides the crops pro­ 
duced. 
Under these conditions 
there 
was approxim ately a gain of 35 pounds 
of phosphoric acid, and a loss of 60 
pounds of potash, and 898 pounds of 
nitrogen. 
The loss of nitrogen was 
more than balanced by the gain due to 
the clover crop, so th at on the whole 
there was practically no loss of fer­ 
tility from the farm. 
In the example given of a dairy farm, 
30 cows, 6 head of young 
stock, 
4 
horses, and 20 pigs constituted 
the 
stock kept on the farm. 
The crops 
raised were IO acres of wheat, 20 
of 
oats, IO of corn, 7 of rye, 5 of oats for 
hay, 2 acres each of roots and peas, 
I each of m illet and potatoes; 25 tons 
of both clover and tim othy were pro­ 
duced, and the rem ainder of the farm 
was mainly in pasture. Sixteen pigs of 
250 pounds each and 4 head of young 
stock, 5,000 pounds of butter, and all 
the wheat and rye produced were sold 
from the farm , while the rest of the 
products were consumed as feed and 80 
per cent returned to the soil as fertil­ 
izer. 
Ten tons of feed and 5 cords of 
wood were purchased and consumed In 
addition to what was produced on the 
farm. 
The figures given 
for 
dairy 
farm ing show a gain of 76 pounds of 
phosphoric acid and a 
loss 
of 
65 
pounds potash, and 809 pounds nitro­ 
gen. 
The loss of nitrogen, however, 
is again more than offset by the gain 
through the clover crop, so th at there 
is practically no loss of fertility in 
dairy farm ing under proper m anage­ 
ment, but rather a constant gain.

Canker W orm and Curl Leaf. 
The Michigan State Board of Agri­ 
culture has been sending out inquiries 
to ascertain the prevalence of canker 
worms and leaf curl In that state. 
In 
reply to the question, “Are there any 
apple orchards Infested with canker 
worms?” ISI correspondents in the 
southern counties answer “yes” and 
146 “no”; In the central counties 57 
answer “yes” and 64 “no” ; 
in 
the 
northern counties 31 answer “yes" and 
31 “no,” and for the state 269 “yes” 
and 231 “no.” 
These replies indicate 
th at this pest is gaining a foothold in 
the state, and 
that, if not properly 
controlled, will eventually ruin the 
apple orchards in Michigan. 
In reply to the question, “Is curl 
leaf prevalent this season?” DO corre­ 
spondents in the southern counties an­ 
swer “yes” and 271 “no” ; in the cen­ 
tral counties 19 answer “yes” and 79 
“no” ; in the northern counties 6 an­ 
swer “yes” and 38 “no,” and for the 
state 75 answer “yes” and 388 “no.” 
Many varieties of peaches last year 
were seriously injured by curl leaf. 
The conditions were not so favorable 
for this disease this year. 
It has not 
been noticed bo much either on ac­ 
count of the trees being killed and 
Injured. 
It is 
hoped, though, that 
enough spraying has been dono to 
demonstrate whether or no this dis­ 
ease can be controlled by spraying. 


Strange F atality Am ong W hite A»h Tree* 
From Farm ers’ Review; 
W hile the 
past winter was unprecedented In con­ 
tinued 
severe 
cold 
weather, 
some 
strange results are being made m ani­ 
fest as the season advances. 
In this 
locality we have always considered the 
American white ash as one of the most 
beautiful as well as the m ost hardy 
for street or lawn planting, but entire 
rows of trees of that variety in our 
city are dead. Some of these are more 
than twenty years old, and have al­ 
ways presented a healthy and vigorous 
appearance. 
The precise locality of 
the tree has cut no figure in this fatal­ 
ity, whether on high or low ground. 
In the High School grounds we had 
some splendid specimens on 
good, 
strong soil, th at look now at this w rit­ 
ing, May 20, like bare trunks and life- 
lest limbs, while now and then one 
shows a feeble Attempt at leafing out. 
A beautiful seedling crab in one corner 
of my lawn, which has borne fruit for 
two years, put out leaves and blos­ 
soms, but Is now dying. Is the natural 
surface-root system of the white asb 
the cause of this sudden fatality with 
apparently healthy trees or the ex­ 
treme cold? 
I shall be glad to hear 
from others.—R. 8. Hoxie, Rock Coun­ 
ty, WU.

W ith an annual rain­ 
fall of 23 Inches and a loss by evapora­ 
tion from a plane water surface of CO 
inches in the course of a year, It ie not 
difficult to see th at the end and aim of 
soil tillage in this region m ust be to 
conserve. In so far aa possible, mois­ 
ture In the soil. 
Not only are the cli­ 
matic conditions very different 
from 
those found elsewhere, but the soil of 
this state is generally quite different In 
Its physical structure, from th at cov­ 
ering other portions of the country east 
of the Missouri river.

treatm ent of bis soil.

D raining Barnyard*. 
There Is a commonly received opin­ 
ion th at tile drains do not work well 
in barnyards, for the reason th at the 
tram ping of the surface will puddle 
the earth to the extent that the w ater 
will not get down into the drains, says 
Drainage Journal. To some extent this 
Is true, but tile drains will drain the 
underlying earth and prevent the mud 
in the barnyard from getting so deep. 
We have found that three or four 
j rains well located In the barn lot. the 
Dumber depending on the size of the 
lot, will eerve a good purpose in keep­ 
ing the foundation firm. I then gravel 
the surface where I expect the stock 
to tram p most. 
By so doing the sur­ 
face soon gets firm and free from slop­ 
py mud, and we have no deep mud. It 
is all a m istake to think that tiling 
will do no good. 
The w ater from the 
saves may be caught in gutters and 
:cnducted down to a tile drain and 
larded away, without affecting In any 
way the barn-lot. 
It requires a little 
food comon sense in ditching and grav­ 
eling to have a dry barnlot. But there 
ire some who would not feel at home 


Bogus Seed Collections.—The World 
Seed Co., of Boston Mass., has made a 
target of itself for the division of seed 
investigation of the agriculture de­ 
partm ent This company bas been en­ 
deavoring to defraud farm ers by send­ 
ing out packages bearing the captivat­ 
ing legend “Beauties Flower Garden,” 
etc., and purporting to contain a m ix­ 
ture of three hundred varieties 
of 
ohoice flower seeds which would pro­ 
duce a perpetual blooming flower gar­ 
den. 
All this was 
offered for 
five 
cents. 
In addition 
to this 
farm ers 
were solicited to sell packages of these 
seeds on commission and under various 
arrangem ents. The seed division made 
an exam ination of the seeds contained 
in a package and found them composed 
of about 76 per cent of red top, tim ­ 
othy and chaff, about 20 per cent of 
such common seeds as sunflower, sweet 
peas, m orning glory, etc., and five per 
cent of other varieties. 
The various 
departm ents of the governm ent are on 
the watchout for these fellows who try 
to stick people for even small amounts.
